Grand Rapids to Oregon, HI., in 
Hie summer of 1939 to attend a 
conference of the Church of God. 
Her father went to Oregon to get 
herM and it was then she is said to 
have made the accusation, 


"1 have been informed," Chief 


Van Til said, "that the girl began 
Acting hysterically at the camp 
after she heard reports that her 
father had Wiled her mother, and 
that she accused him of it when 
he was summoned there by camp 
attendants. 


""Despite her protests against re-

(CST), 
clipping more than two hours 
from the previous transport rec- 
ord of 7 hours and 32 minutes be- 
tween these points.

ing up more passengers, the plane 
left Kansas City at 12:09 p. m., 
(CST), and arrived at BuAank at 
5:52 p. m., (CST). 


From Burbank, the Constella- 


tion brought^ 45 passengers to San 
Francisco, averaging- 
about 3Tc 


an hour. The plane flies to Los 
Angeles today and will head east- 
ward tonight, with TWA Presi- 
dent Jack Frye at the control 
in another record-seeking flight 
probably non-stop. 


The transport's mark is 6 hours

55,000 workers was imperative. 


After Truman had conferred 


with members of the steel fact- 
finding board, Chairman Nathan 
P. Feinsinger of the board, said 
it was his belief that the president 
has "some expectation of some- 
thing happening in the near fu- 
ture." He added Truman did not 
tell the board members what he 
had in mind, but Feinsinger said 
he was sure that "the president is 
still thinking in terms of settle- 
ment", not seizure. 


Bowles Cuts Vacation 


Chester Bowles, price adminis- 


trator, cut short his vacation in 
South Carolina, to answer Tru- 
man's summons for a meeting 
and indications were that the 
question of steel price increases 
was to be the chief topic of dis- 
cussion. The OPA chief has fav- 
ored a steel price hike of not 
more than $2.50 a ton, but some 
other federal officials content the 
hike should be about $4.

Farmers Asked to 
Cut Some Feeding 


Washington, 
Feb. 2.—(AP)— 


Secretary of Agriculture Anderson 
asked farmers today to reduce 
feeding of hogs, beef cattle, chick- 
ens and turkeys that the nation's 
milk production may not suffer 
from the feed grain shortage. 


At the same time he told farm- 


ers they are ill-advised to hold 
beef cattle in expectation of high- 
er ceiling prices. 


"I know of no plan to raise the 


ceiling price on cattle," he said in 
a speech prepared for broadcast 


"The nation needs meat; it is in 


the national interest to get our 
meat packing plants operating up 


capacity, and even more impor- 


tant animals held on the farm or 
m the feed lots are robbing us of 
'eed that we are going to need 
most desperately during the com- 
ing months." 


The secretary 
declared that 


"from the viewpoint of the nation- 
al welfare we must keep up milk 
production; and if we are to have 
enough feed for dairy cows, we'll 
simply have to feed less grain to 
hogs and beef cattle; we'll need to 
cull our poultry flocks; and we'll 
need to raise fewer chickens and 
turkeys." 


Crippling Strike 


Called by Chile's

Santiago, Chile, Feb. 2,—(AP)— 


The Chilean Confederation of La- 
bor, preparing, for a showdown on 
the government's labor policies, 
called a crippling strike today to 
enforce demands for recognition 
of nitrate unions and the forma- 
tion of farm workers unions.

Attacking the administration's 


foreign as well as domestic poli- 
cies, Bricker said he was confident 
the Republicans would become the 
majority party in November with 
the support of returning service- 
men.

London, Feb. 2—(AP)—United 


Nations delegates envisioned a new 
era of frankness in international 
diplomacy today after Soviet Rus- 
sia and Grejat Britain clashed open- 
ly on the Greek dispute before the 
world security council. 


Most of the statemen said an 


amicable solution of the dispute 
itself was probable and that its 
most significant aspect was the 
way it was handled, with cards-on- 
the-table debate replacing the tra- 
ditional secret diplomacy. 


Although there was no immed- 


iate indication as to what course 
the debate would take when the 
council meets Monday, some dele- 
gates expressed the belief that 
the case could be settled satis- 
factorily, without either party los- 
ing face, by sending a UNO com- 
mission to Greece to investigate. 


British Foreign Secretary Ernest 


Bevm has indicated he would wel- 
come any inquiry into Russia's 
charges that the maintenance of 
British troops in Greece was en- 
dangering the peace. 


Britain is' committed to with- 


draw from Greece anyway after 
the Greek national elections and 
the urgency of the situation, in the 
Russian view, might thus be eased 
before a commission could make a 
detailed investigation and prepare 
a report. 


Some delegates "said privately 


that Russia did not seem to be 
pressing the case to the fullest 
extent. In this connection, UNO 
officials pointed rout that Andrei 
Vishinsky, Soviet vice commissar 
of foreign affairs, did not mention 
the strategic and economic import- 
ance of Greece to the British em- 
pire—or to Russia. 


Despite the warmth of yester-

We need have no qualms about 


asking for an additional Park 
levy, for the reason that people 
are beginning to realize that an 
efficient park system is a valuable 
asset in the upbuilding of our 
cities. 


Fortune editors were asked what 


they considered the most import- 
ant factor influencing industries 
in their location of factories. The 
answer was. "a city in which 
people like to live." The right kind 
of recreational facilities go a long 
way toward making a city a place 
where people like to live, work and 
raise their children. 


I am sure that wherever these 


facilities are available the people 
of these communities will sustain 
our appeal for the necessary funds 
for their maintenance. 


We hear a lot now about child 


delinquency. How much of this 
might be avoided by providing an 
outlet for pent up energy. I don't 
know. But I do believe that the 
chairman of our recreation com- 
mittee, who is here today, has 
found a solution for some of it ia 
providing a school vacation pro- 
gram of out-door activities, in 
which approximately 7000 of our 
children participated, this past 
season. 


If you were to ask the mothers 


of these children their opinion if 
this kind of work is worth the 
meager additirr^i mm it costs I 
am 'sure you would get a very 
favorable answer.

Propaganda or 
Press Freedom? 


When the Associated Press and 


the United Press declined to extend 
their free wartime service of news 
to the State Department for its 
proposed information program, 
Assistant Secretary Benton. in 
charge of that program, suggested 
that a committee investigate and 
report on this countrys1 present 
information service abroad. 


But the suggested members of 


this committee already have seen 
something of that sendee. They 
are Dean Carl Ackerman of the 
Columbia University School of 
Journalism, Wilbur Forrest, assist- 
ant editor of the New York Herald 
Tribune, and Ralph McGill. editor 
of the Atlanta Constitution.' who 
last year toured the world in the 
interest of press freedom. 
And 


they have already issued three di- 
vergent opinions on this question. 


Dean Ackerman said we should 


"automatically bomb out of exist- 
ence our ideal of freedom of news" 
if this government were to engage 
in international propaganda. He 
also foresaw an increase in alien 
propaganda resulting from such 
an action. 


Mr. McGill took issue with Mr. 


Ackerman's statement that this 
would be a propaganda program. 
"As a matter of fact", he said "it 
is an information program". He 
admitted that Britain, France, va- 
rious South American countries 
and the Soviet Union now buy and 
broadcast American news and give 
it their own interpretation. They 
would continue this, he pointed 
out unless America makes its 
voice heard ''in the areas not 
reached by commercial media". 


Mr. Forrest stressed the need of 


promoting press freedom through 
the United Nations Organization. 
He stated that true information is 
suppressed in countries "where 
dictatorial regimes fear the truth 
"because it may compromise the 
power to rule". And he warned 
that, unless the world reaches 
some agreement on communica- 
tions, "we must again face a clash 
of arms which will destroy civiliza- 
tion as we know it". 


It seems to us that the argument 


over whether this State Depart- 
ment program is 'information" 01 
"propaganda" is pointless. No gov- 
ernment, naturally, labels its prop- 
aganda as such- But when Mr 
McGill points out the need of gov- 
ernment news to counteract "in 
terpretation" of American inform 
ation by othar governments, he ii 
admitting that our "information" 
program would be doing a prop 
aganda, or rather a counter-prop 
aganda, job.

was proved responsible for the 
over-all policy which kept the 
Fleet there.

somewhere.

cuse is that they got their in- 
formation from secret code and 
did not want to use the normal 
avenues of communication, includ- 
ing telephone, for fear the Japs 
would find out their code had 
been broken by us.

Roosevelt also was shown to 


have been responsible for moving 
three battleships, an aircraft car- 
rier and several destroyers into 
the Atlantic earlier, thereby weak- 
ening the Fleet, but it was not 
shown, definitely, as suspected, 
that he and Churchill had an 
agreement for aggressive parallel 
diplomatic action against Japan 
(some contended this provoked the 
Japs to attack). Roosevelt warn- 
ed the Japanese ambassador Aug. 
17, 1941. he would be compelled 
to take steps to protect American 
interests and this was followed by 
the Hull ultimatum, but there was 
no proof that the British did like- 
wise. This is one fact riot entire- 
ly cleared by the inquiry. 


Another involves the question 


of whether Washington actually 
had advance information of this 
particular attack from decoding 
the Jap "wind messages." Wash- 
ington did know the Japs had es- 
tablished a wind code to notify 
their outlying forces ("east wind

ingly anxious to find a dignified 
way of placating the allies.
